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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to applicant's response filed on April 30, 
2007. Claims 1-23 are pending in the present application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for. allowance: 

Claim 8 recites a digital communication system and limitations for 
the following: "wherein the receiver controls gain of the amplifier according 
to a difference between an average magnitude value of an initialization 
signal received through the hybrid circuit at the receiver during a time 
period and a reference magnitude value, and wherein receiver adjusts at 
least one of a maximum magnitude value and a minimum magnitude value 
of the receipt signal when the average magnitude value of the initialization 
signal is different than the reference magnitude value". The prior art of 
record does not teach these limitations. Therefore, claim 8 is indicated 
allowable. 
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Claim 1 is essentially similar to claim 8 and hence is indicated 
allowable. Further, claims 2-7 being dependent from claim 1 and claim 9- 
16 being dependent from claim 8 are also indicated allowable. 

Claim 17 recites a digital communication system and limitations 
for the following: "a look-up table for defining compensation values 
corresponding to differences between the magnitude of the received 
initialization signal and the reference magnitude value; a slicer for 
calculating an average magnitude value of the initialization stored in the 
profiler and determining a compensation value according to a difference 
between the average magnitude value of the initialization signal and the 
reference magnitude value with reference to the look-up table; and an 
automatic gain controller for controlling gain of the amplifier according to 
the determined compensation value". The prior art of record does not teach 
these limitations. Therefore, claim 17 is indicated allowable. Claims 18-23 
being dependent from claim 17 are indicated allowable. 

New search updates reveal no other prior art which teaches the 
limitations in the context of the claims.
